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USHERING IN THE DAWN 

A Brief Report of The Men's Social Work in Canada 
East Ter ritory Covering the Perio d of 1924

h UE beloved Founder, of 
sacred memory, in his 
book "Darkest England 
anil The Way Out" used as an 
illustration a reference to the 
incident in the journey of Mr. 
Stanley — the African Explorer 
— who, with hit; party, came to 
a forest, measuring; six hundred 
square miles, and in this for- 
est there dwelt a race of peo- 
ple who had never seen the 
clear open country. They did 
not know of any land, other 
than the forest, and thai, 
because of the close growth of 
the tall trees, was always in 
semi-darkness and gloom. One 
of the objects of the explorers was to blaze u trail 
to enable these people to know of a better world, 
a world of light, sun and beauty. Our beloved 
Founder referred to the lapsed masses who con- 
tinually live in the gloom of poverty, misery, mis- 
fortune, and in many cases, the darkness of sin. 
The Social work is to blaze a trait, and to bring 
men to a better day. 

1924 will be memorable because of h very large 
number, who by the varied agencies of the Men's 
Social Service have seen the dawn of a brighter, 
better day. 



The writer, a short time ago, addressed a Busi- 
ness Men's Meeting, at a Hotel in a small On tuna 
Town. At the close one nC the gentlemen spoke 
as follows: "I feel a bit of a coward to-day. 1 
ought to have stood up (o speak, and 1 should have 
said I owe all I have to The Army. Some time 
buck, I had the misfortune to find myself in Mon- 
treal without employment for some time. J was not 
unduly concerned. 1 had a bit of money, but after 
a while my money began to get very low. 1 came 
to the place where I spent my last dollar. 1 then 
sold my watch and other valuables, and .still no 
work. I couldn't pay for my room, and 1 gave it 
up. I had no friends in Montreal to whom I could 
turn, and my plight was truly pitiable, and on one 
occasion for two days, I had no food. In my dis- 
tress I turned to a policemun, and he advised me 
In go to the S.A. Mctropolc, Alexander Street. 1 
did so, anil was kindly received by the Manager, 
who gave me food and ;i bed, and best of all ar- 
ranged for me to earn a few dollars at The Army's 
Industrial Department, sorting and baling paper. 
1 stayed three weeks, then by the influence of The 
Army was aide to get hetter work, and I have con- 
tinued tn climb upward, and to-day I have n gan<\ 
business in this town." 

It will be scon that to thut man, the Mctropolc 
was; the trail leading from the gloom of poverty to 
a brighter day. 

In Canada East there are 12 Hostels and Indus- 



trial Homes for men. They accommodate 80S 
nightly. They have been referred (o as "Homes 
away from home," and they can also lie called 
"Havens of HefUR-c" — where for a time men can 
find shelter 'from the fierce storms of life anil haw 
clean healthy comfortable accommodation- vita 
Christian influences. 1921 has teen two new h^vA-; 
opened, London and Windsor respectively. The 
Sherbourne Hostel, Toronto, has had |n incmi.-r ii- 
accommodation to 110, and the Montreal Mctroimle 
has also increased its borders to ammiiiuulalu 
forty '"extras."

Thanks arc due to Mr. Taite, Composing Room, Mr. Roberts, Press 
Room, and Miss Frink, Bindery, for their very hearty and willing co-oper- 
ation during the year. They, with the employees under their care, have made 
it possible to hand over a \;ery respectable sum of money to keep the wheels 
of the Salvation Chariot well oiled.

THE GENERAL 

Campaigns in Berlin 

T; MIKE years have chinked since 
our Gorman comrades looked 
upon their General, but. as 
Commissioner Ogrini aptly remarked 
in liis welcome they had received 
ample evidence that they had not 
been forgotten, as this visit itself 
testified. 

The General spent, first of all. a 
day with the Officers of Berlin and 
vicinity, of whom there were three 
hundred and forty. That they were 
keenly appreciative was undoubted. 
Their joy knew no bounds, and when 
hr> rose before tlieni for the hist 
gathering they demonstrated thoir 
joy in no uncertain form. 

Two great gatherings were con- 
vened in the Sports Palace on Re- 
pentance Day. This magnificent 
mi tiding is situated in the heart of 
Berlin's aristocratic quarter, and ac- 
commodates seven thousand people. 
The General's coming had been an- 
nounced throughout file country by 
the Berlin broadcasting authorities, 
and uotwilh.slandinj; a. downfall of 
Kleet and rain and a strike on Hie 
Underground Railway, four thousand 
people were present in the afternoon, 
and this vast iiudiencc. com prising 
as it did, some of the city's notabil- 
ities, heard with admiration and 
amazement the romantic life-story of 
The Army. 

Six thousand people gathered for 
the concluding event, ft was truly 
a moving spectacle. Mrs. Lieut-Col- 
onel Dricsbach told of the wonderful 
work or grace performed in 1km* own 
heurt. A brief jiddress was given by 
the venerable Territorial Command- 
or, and then tlie Generul introduced 
his non, WyclIfTe. who. in an emphatic 
manner roado si direct appeal to tlio 
hearts of the huge assembly. 

The General'si final thrust, de- 
livered with tenderness, and yet 
directness, was abundantly effective, 
as the voluntary stream of seekern 
testified. Two hundred and eighty 
seekers were recorded, totalling 
three hundred and seventy-three for 
the day. 

Beyond n. doubt our German eoni- 
rades have afresh caught something 
of the General's spirit, apprehended 
nifji-f- fully his itlr.fi Js nnd pained a 
clearer underslnnding r his estimate 
of- a true Salvationist.

Indispensable Counterpart

THE gross amount of money received nt Headquarters during the past 
year amounted to over a million dollars. Of this S441.2G5.20 was 
spent on new Properties, Halls for Salvation Army purposes, Hospitals 
and Social Institutions. S5, 4.13.55 was devoted to furnishing and equipment. 
Of the S272, 286.53, raised for Self-Denial, CO per cent, (after expenses are de- 
ducted) went to the General, at International Headquarters, for work in non- 
Christian countries, and nn equal amount was allocated 
for the maintenance and development of our Social Work 
in this country. 

Other interesting items of expenditure are: — 
Poor relief, 36,364.63; uBsiBtfng prisoners and wivca 
and families of prisoners, S17.7G2.47; grants to Officers, 
$10,038.53; grants to Divisions to assist poor Corps, 
56,3C0.2i; Christmas baskets, ?4,311.uC; Sick and Wound- 
ed Fund and Burial oxpensoB, $10,008.28; Grants to Corpj 
for the upkeep of Halls, $7,723.80; To supplement Officers' 
salaries, ?24,G49.G2. What Is termed the "Retired Offi- 
cers' Fund" ia a direct charge on the current account, and 
culled for nn expenditure of $8,990.34 during tlio year. 

The Financo Offlco is held reoponslblc by the Com- 
in i union or to pgo that the expenditure of Army money is 
in harmony with the Regulations, and also to raise tho 
mx-essary money for the maintenance of the Central 
Fund:* and the Territory's contribution to tho Missionary work. . 

Nine Office™ aro wholly employed In mining money; tho devising of 
-.vavii and moana bolng a constant tax on their ingonulty. 

" Porty-nlno Audits have been conducted. Every Institution and Division* 




a! •centre, and Newfoundland are visited in some in si an re?., twirc a year, sntl 
the far-off placns. once a year. In addition to this, monthly rot urns of in- 
come and expenditure are received from thirty-three Institutions and twelve 
Divisions. These are carefully reviewed and supervised involving at times 
considerable correspondence, all to ensure effective control. This represents 
five hundred and forty reports. 

There aro live Ledgers and live Cash Books to be balanced and a-jreM 
monthly, and three Banking Accounts to bo reconciled montlily. The casb 
also is agreed daily. While it does not take long to say so. it is obvious to 
tho man who knows that it can not be done without a good deal of care and 
efficiency. 

The Budget System is adopted at Territorial Headquarters;, tlie Divisions. 
Headquarters, the Training Garrison and every other icstitutitii: throughout 
the Territory. Careful estimates of income and expenditure are prepared 
and reviewed with the actuals from time to time, thus securing n safs and 
consistent line of operation. ' 

An Annual Statement and Balance Sheet is compiled, printed ami Alt- 
tributed amongst our Officers and friends. 

In recent years a pleasing number of bequests of money ami property 
have eoinc to our coffers, but still there is room for more, for tlie need .is 
greater thnn ever. In the Annual Statement of Accounts, published »>' W 
Department, and which is widely distributed among people of nicans^ there 
are included tour suggestions as to how one may best remember Army needs 
when drawing up a will.

RECIPES 

DRIED FRUITS 

DRIED peaches', apples, apricots, 
prunes and Ugs should be well 
washed, then put into just en- 
ough water to cover and lot souk over 
night. Cook very slowly hi the same 
wilt or until done. Another method Is 
to wash tliem, dnilu. cover with boil- 
ing water then cook in a covered Oirfli 
in a very slow oven, or on the back 
of the range (tightly eovcvod) imiil 
done. -Most dried fruits need very 
little sugar l'or sweetening. Honey 
may be used instead, and is more 
wholesome. 

SPICED APPLES 
With a Cork prick the skin of sweet 
apples. Make a syrup, allowing two 
imps sugar to one of water and two- 
1 birds cup vinegar. Tie in cheese- 
cloth two teaspoont'iils whole allspice 
and two slleks cinnamon (broken) 
and boit in tin? syrup. Drop In the 
npp]ps and cook slowly until tender. 
In the fall crab-apples can be done 
the same way. Vou may peel the 
fruii if yon like. 



SWEET PICKLED PRUNES 

Wash seven lbs. prunes and soak 
over night in cold water to cover. 
Cook in same water inuil nearly ten- 
der. Drain and to the juice add one 
pin! vinegar, (wo and a hall' lbs. sugar, 
two 07.. slick cinnamon and half oz. 
whole cloves. Let cook until boiling, 
then add the prunes, cook about ten 
minutes, and can.

SAUCE FOR FISH 

Sometime?; fish is just spread with 
creamed butter, to which lemon Juice 
and finely chopped parsley have been 
added. On a white sauce may be pour- 
ed (A'-r. witfi a grating of nutmeg 
over Mje top. If a richer sauce is 
desired, add half cup or more of 
grated cheese, when the sauof is al- 
most cooked.
